of defign which Teniers did- not pofrefs,--We might even proceed iliil r , ' with 
the Parallel. As Humour was expreffed in the works of each Mailer. u>, ... give 
it every Variety of force, fuBjefts were introduced by each, from wliich the E)c of 
Prudifh Delicacy might fometimes turn afide. But in thi^ Point of vie-\v, the beam 
evidently inclines in favor of the Englifli Artift. T': cnt Objeaion eminently 

ennobled his work. He pleaded the Caufe of Virti e- -1 e was \'ice that he painted 
in difgufting Colors, and though the Judicious Spedator may occafionally difcovec
